He
therefore kept it ln his possession, nolwith-
standing bis bellef in the integrity of the stran-
ger wko oftered it for sale.

From the Panamn Mail,

On the 17th June the House of Representa-
tives, now in session In the capital, passed a
bill which, if approved by the Benate, as It
almost certalnly will be, will be equivalent to a
declaration of war aguinst 8pain. The bill was
introduced in the House on the 18th May, and
was enthusiasticnlly recelved. It proposes the
formation of a solemn compact between all the
Spanish-American republies for the purpose of
obtaining the independence of the Spanish An-
tilles from (he dominntion of 8pain and the cre-
ation of republics In those islands. Nodoubt
can exiet, therefore, thal the conversion of this
bill into law would be tautamount to declaring
the republic at war with Spain, and as such it
wonld be considered by that kingdom or re-
publie.

The committen of the House, whilch reported
favorably on the bill, arrlved deliberately at the
followlng conclusions:—

1. The caunse for which Cuban patriot: fight is
the eame for which Colowabla fought Incessnntly
irom 1810 to 1824,

2. The interests of self-preservation and our
duty as o clvilized and Christian nation justify
in the most complete manner Colombian inter-
vention.

. The nggressions of monarchical Furope
against the liberty and independence of Ame-
rica always have had and always will have for a
bage Spanish dominlon in Caba,

4. Tho poliey of the United States cannot
serve o8 a guide to Colombia on (his oceasion.

6. The resources that we may need for this
war are not beyond our meaus.

6. The time has arrived that Colombia sheuld
assume in the politice of Bouth America the
position to which she is called by her topo-

| graphiecal situation, her historical traditions, her

population, and her political conquests,

Apy one who knows the state of diplomatic
relationship at present existing between Spain
and her former colonies, cannot but readily un-
derstand that (his step which Uolombia has
taken will lead nol only to the freedom of the
Antilles, but to the arrangement of such trea-
ties between the Bouth American republics and
Spain as will set at rest forever many long dis-
puted and much debated questions which have
remoined pending since the independence was
galped. Commerce and agriculture may suffer
for a while; but we &till gee room to hope that
this republic may benefit by the crisis throngh
which it will have to pass; and we believe the
war, if commenced, will terminate with slight
loes of blood, though at a large sacrifice of
moneyv, and leave old party rancors forgotten,

THE RAMIE PLANT,
—————

Process for Refinlng the Flbre.
A great deal of Interest is felt by our agricul-
fural and mercantile readers in the new textile
plant known as ramie. A year or two ago
single plants sold in this vicinity at the rate of
ove dollar each, but they have since been re-
garded by our pfau ters rather as a curlosity than
us an object of material interest, there being no
economical agencies provided for preparing the
staple for market. We have already stated thot
Mr. Emile Lefranc, of this city, has recently
patented a machine which has proved entirely
successful in separating the fibre from the woocllf‘
matter and outer bark; and to show that Ameri-
can ipgenuity has been turned in the same direc-
tion in other quarters, we extract the following
from a letter received by Mr. Lefranc from a
gentleman residing in Brooklyn, N. Y.:—

“1 nm glad to hear you have succeeded in freaing
the fbre from the gum coloring matter. Yon speak
of sending me a parcel of the fibre ina few days.
Do not send more thau one-hal! pound, and send it
per mall, as it will reach me sooner and cost less
than by express. When the sample reaches me, I
will prepare it by my Pmess and retarn it to you,
In regard 1o the cogt of preparing the flbre in staple
of suitable lengths for spluning upon cotton, fine
wool, worated, and Aax machinery, [ can safely say,
a8 the result of my experience, that twenty-five
cents per pound (and runr cents per pound, {n-
cluding cost of raw material and waste, would be
very near the cost—eerwinly not more—and would
kol when so prepared for §1 per pound, ns rfast as it
could be produced ; and when prepared for spinuing
and fmitating sllks, could be sold for three or four
times that price,. My process !5 both mechanical
and chemical.

“The amount of capital reguired to fit out the
machinery, apparatus, and other expenses (not In-
cluding premises and power o prepare 6000 pounds
per week, would probably not exceed §10,000,

Quite a number of persons In this vicinity are
now pre}mrlng to go extensively into the culti-
vation of ramie. Our soil and climate are found
to be exactly suited to its extensive and profit-
able production, and hitherto our people have
been deterred from engaging In its culture onl
because of the want of machinery to prepare it
for market. That want being now supplied, we
may expect ramie 1o be forthwith added to our
list of Bouthern staples, and, to some extent,
take the place of cotton in the manufactare of
textile fabrics.—N. 0. Times, July 29
